At the July 12, 2011 State Oil and Gas Council meeting held at the Missouri Department of
Natural Resources’ Kansas City Regional Office in Lee’s Summit, MO, Colt Energy petitioned
the Council for special project status for their Allen, North Rhoden and South Rhoden leases.
The location of these leases are: Allen — southwest quarter of Section 28, T47N, R33W; North
Rhoden — east half of Section 28, T47N, R33W; South Rhoden — east half of Section 33, T47N,
R33W in Jackson County. State regulation 10 CSR 50-2.110 provides the Council authority to
grant special consideration to operators who wish to develop projects aimed at producing the
state’s heavy oil reserves. Operators require a great deal of flexibility in developing well
patterns, which include enhanced recovery injection wells, to produce this oil due to its physical

properties.

After discussion by the Council, a motion was passed to grant this special project status request

" to Colt Energy for their Allen, North Rhoden and South Rhoden leases. Additional well permits
may be applied for with locations determined at the discretion of your office as long as the well
is not located within 165 feet of the boundary of the special project.
